May it please Your Gracious Majesty, 

1. We, the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
humbly submit to Your Majesty this our Sixty-fourth Report. 

2. During the year ended 31st December, 1908, 28 meetings of the Board 
have been held. We have made 514 orders in various matters affecting 
charities and charity property, besides providing for the regular issue of the 
sums payable to the charities under our control. 

3. Eight hundred and sixty funds for various charitable purposes have been 
lodged with us, to the 31st December, 1908, since the “ Charitable Donations 
and Bequests Act (Ireland), 1867,” enabled Trustees to make such voluntary 
transfers.

Return of the Funds received in the six months ended 31st December, 1908, 
only. In future these Tables will contain the funds received during each 
calendar year, instead of, as heretofore, during the year ending 1st July.

6. The vacancy on the Board caused by the resignation of the Right Hon. 
Hedges Eyre Chatterton, to which we drew attention in our last Report, has 
not yet been filled up. Another vacancy on the Board has been caused by the 
death of Charles Kennedy, Esq., J.P. 

7. Our charity Accounts for the year ended 31st December, 1908, have been 
prepared and submitted to the Local Government Board for audit. 

Accounts of the sum voted by Parliament have been furnished, in accordance 
with the forms adopted under the direction of the Treasury, and the provisions 
of the “ Exchequer and- Audit Departments Act, 1866 5 ; and the Appropriation 
Account for the year ended 31st March, 1908, has been certified to be correct 
by the Auditor- General of Public Accounts. 

All which we submit as our Report, and in testimony thereof we have caused 
our Corporate Seal to be hereto affixed this 21st day of July, 1909.
